OPPER SHEATH

New Discovery to be Tested 
Out on Concrete Vessel 
at San Diego. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH! 

WASHINGTON, July 4. — 
Discovery of a new method for 
copper sheathing concrete 
ships has been made by the 
Shipping Board. This is an- 
other reason for celebrating 
the Fourth and the good news 
is still known to only a few 
people. 

Laboratory tests have been 
made so successful that the 
first ship launched at San 
Diego is to have the new 
method installed for a practi- 
cal demonstration. If it proves 
as successful as the tests in 
the laboratories, hulls of the 
new concrete boats will need 
no painting or scraping and 
wil show as clean a pair of 
heels as the old clipper ships 
of long ago. 

By the discovery of some 
modern chemist, copper has 
been liquefied and is to be 
sprayed on the ship’s hulls.

DEADLY FIRE DELAYS FOE. 
As soon as Vaux and the Boia de 
la Reche had been taken last night, 
the Americans took their machine 
guns to the edge of the wood, ex- 
pecting an immediate counter-at- 
tack. This did not take place be- 
cause of the deadly work of the 
American artillery before our at- 
tack.

Half an hour after it started 
Kaiser's regitnent was no more, and 
an hour later the front was calm.

PRISONERS BY HUNDREDS. 
A further count of prisoners taken 
in last nicht's operation brings the 
total abcve 500, not including seven- 
five wounded. 


All the prisoners agreed on the 
heavy losses from our artillery work 
and the attacking infantry. 

Estimates on our side place the 
German loss in killed and wounded 
between 2500 and 3000, of course, not 
including the loss in prisoners. 

While we tock 600 unwounded 
prisoners, not one unwounded Anvrer- 
ican was taken prisoner. 

One prisoner, a sergeant, who 
was a former school-teacher, told 
of the devastating fire of the Amer- 
ican machine guns against the Ger- 
man counter-attack planned to drive 
the Americans out of Vaux. He 
said thet while advancing against 
the American machine-gun pceli- 
tions in front they had suffered 
heavy losses when caught in the first 
two machine-gun nests on the flank.
